I Comment. ' The tBoops loaded at the Neustrelitz railroad station 
on 25 March 1953 probably were elements of the 234th llort Regt of the 
9th Gds Tank Div. The 35 mortars are indicating that the regiment is 
organized into 2 battalions of 3 batteries with 6 x 120-4mn mortars each, 
and 1 battalion of 3 bettor ies \d.th 4 x l60-mm mortars each. Probably 
the train also went to the training area south of Neubrandenburg.
